Under his plan, Lugar said the 
taxes could be collp.ctcd’by the 
states, allowing the Internal Revenue 
Service to bc abolished. —

During the same month, dozens of 
Cook County residents, legally 
changed their names, but it wasn't

As it turns out, changing a name 
because of a notorious criminal backr 
ground happens rarely,- government 
and legal officials say. Normally, 
people change their names for less 
sensational reasons, though some are 
undeniably quirky: because of 
divorce! a religious conversion, «to 
shorten a long ethnic name or — and. ■ 
this'tuay strike a chord for those wty> 
may have flirted with the notion after 
hearing about Gillooly just 
because they want a fresh identity or 
loathe a given name. 

However, at- leastTone high-profde— 
Chicago area couple did change their- 
names after finally extricating them- 
selves from one of the most notori- 
ous murder cases in recent memory. 

David and Cynthia Dowaliby, the 
Midlothian, III., couple charged hut 
acuuittcd o f the 1988 murder of their 
7-year-old daughter, Jaelyn. moved 
from Cook'tTnmty, III.', and changed 
(heir unusual surname, said their 
lawyers, who would not reveal the 
new name. 

- Ralph Mcczyk, who represented 
Cynthia Dowaliby before a judge 
dismissed the prosecution case „ 
against her. said: "It was such a high- 
profile case. They would have been 
dogged forever, despite the acquittal. 
-Natncssticlrniore than Images;? 

Robert 'Byman. who successfully 
handled the appeal of David 
Dowaliby 's conviction, said it was a 
hard decision for the couple. 

“They didn't make the decision - 
lightly," he said. "They did it to pro-

Non-celebrities generally have 
more practical' reasons for playing 
the name-change game. During the 
saitie month Gillooly changed his 
numCitv CooIrCountyrthc Yi family 
became the Lees; 

Thomas Baltrushaylis changed his 
name to Thomas Baltisr 
— Six-ycar;old Delanein -Rayola 
Legg had her name changed to 
Williams. Her mother. Deborah 
Williams, explains: "When I gave 
birth to her. I gave her ’father's last 
name, because I thought w'c were 
going to be married.- But it didn’t go 
that way. So 1 just felt that it was in 
the best interest of my child to have 
my name.” 

Clerks at the Chancery division of 
Cook County Circuit Court process 
applications for approximately 1.600 
name changes a year. Spend a couple 
of hours with. them, and you’ll hear 
some of the funnier — and less com- 
mon — requests over the last several ’ 
years: One man wanted to changejiis 
name to "Bit Grr." another to "God 
Father." 

An 1 8-year-old man changed his 
name legally to “Vito Corlcone." 
When his father got wind of it, he 
dragged him to court and mndc him 
“change it back. 

And another two men came in 


requesting the names “Sl cVc 
McQueen" and “ PaulNcwmnn." - 

Anyone can change their, name to 
anything, provided they have $300 to 
cover court costs and publishing 
fees. It takes about four weeks from 
the time an application is filed. 

* Some judges will ask those 
requesting a name change if they are 
doing so to -avoid any debtsHawym — 
familiar with the practice said. But 
no proof is required if the answer is 
"no.'/' 

But many judges in Cook County 
don't even ask. the lawyers said. 

As with Muhammad Ali (Cassius 
Clay Jr.) and Korean Abdul-Jabbar 
(Ferdinand Lewis Alcindor Jr.), reli- 
gious or ethnic affiliation motivates 
some people to switch names. t . 

Michael Ncga, assistant chief . 
deputy of the Chancery Division. 
cited three other typical reasons that 
people change their names. 

•Many people grew up using a 
shortened version of their parents’ 
difficult ethnic name, assuming that 
it had been legally changed. When 
the time comes to collect Social 
Security, .they discover that their 
birth certificate doesn’t match. Ncga 
explained. 

Still others just want a different. 
name from the one they were bom 
with. ■ 

On April 20, Maria Onego — 
who, for religious reasons, was given 
the same first name as her sister — 
will become -Alexandria Mari 
Munoz. Onego, a county employee 
and a Chicago resident, said she 
chose "Alexandria" because it’s a 
“power name" and Munoz because it- 
is her grandmother’s maiden name. 

”1 wanted to do this since I was a 
teen-ager, but I didn't know.the 
process." she said. 

Attorneys and court officials Said 
even intense publicity rarely causes 
those in the spotlight to change their 
names. 

Gerard Kcpplc, the lawyer who

daughters at home while they vaca- 
tioned in Mexico — said his clients 
never contemplated changing their 
names after the case ended.

BOSTON (APr- Six percent 
of Americans carry a mutant 
gene that triples the risk of devel- 
oping blood clots in the leg 
veins, a potentially lethal condi- 
tion that afflicts about 300,001) 
people annually, a study found,;, . 

The greatest danger occurs 
when the clots break off tind 
become stuck in the. lungs, a 
complication called pulmonary 
embolism that causes between 5 
percent and 10 percent of all 
deaths in the hospital. 

, Most of these deaths Happen in 
people who are already sick and 
bedridden, which causes sluggish 
blood flow: However; -the- clots - 
alsp sometimes afflict those who 
are -otherwise’ healthy, and the 
newly identified genetic defect 
appears to raise the risk for .these 
people. 

In November, former Vice 
President Dan Quayfe was hospi- 
talized with a_ pulmonary 
embolism. His aides have refused 
to say whether lie was tested for 
the defective gene. 

Doctors are debating .whether- 

people who experience .these 
clots should be routinely 
screened for the gene, since they 
might benefit from longer treat- 
ment with blood-thinning drags. 

The new' evidence' ‘of just how 
common this defect is comes. 


from a health survey of 14,916 
American men doctors. Overall, 

6 percent of the volunteers car- 
ried the mutant gene, which con- 
tains the code for a blood clotting 
protein called factor V. 

— Deep vein thrombosis, axloiin 

the leg, was three times more 
common in men who carried the 
irregular gene. Among gene-car- 
riers over age 60, the clot was 
seven limes more common. 

The gene is thought to occur 
with equal frequency in women 
and men. but experts suspect it 
might even be more hazardous 
for women. Another recent study 
-suggests JLCouldjttlcract with 
birth control pills to raise the risk’ 
of leg clots. 

The physician study is the lat- 
est of a whirlwind of research 
conducted since-Swedish scien- 
tists noticed two years ago that 
some people are resistant to pro- 
tein C, a natural substance that 
turps down the body’s tendency 
to produce clots. The protein 
-works by destroying factor V. 

— That-obscrvation. led to a race . 
to find the genetic cause, won by 
a team from Leiden University 
Hospital in the Netherlands. 
Their discovery: People with the 
mutiint gene produce a form of 
factor V that is not broken down 
. by protein C\ 


Study: AIDS virus overpowers drugs 


. NEW YORK (AP) — The AIDS 
virds becomes resistant to many 
members of a promising class of 
■drags- if-il-is-exposed- to jusl-one-of— 
them, according to. a- study that 
offers new evidence of just how 
. slippery a foe HIV is. . t 

The study involved protease 
inhibitors, 'which arc experimental 
drugs dcsigncd'ln stop the virus 
from reproducing, by disabling a 
crucial enzyme. 

Researchers said the finding sug- . 
gesls dint-treating a. patient with one 
- protease, inhibitor. may iiuike using, 
another one later less effective, and 
that using several protease inhibitors _ 


at once may not avoid resistance, 
either. 

Other experts said it’s too soon to 
draw-conclusions-about-wlinl-the— 
findings mean for therapy. 

The work is reported in 
Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature by Jon Condra and col- 
leagues at the Merck Research " 
Laboratories of West Point, Pa., and 
scientists elsewhere. 

The work involved a Merck drag 
called MK-639, and Condra stressed 
in a telephone interview that the 
results do not question the useful- 
ness of "that drag or of other protease 
inhibitors. 


Patients appear to be benefiting 
from MK-639 despite the develop- 
ment of resistance, and Merck is 
•dcveloping-thc-drag veryaggrcs- — 
sivcly, he said. 

The results do. suggest that if 
researchers want to test combina- 
tions of protease inhibitors, they 
should keep in mind that one drag in 
the mix might create resistance to 
the others, h e sa id. - 

The study found that in four 
AIDS patients receiving MK-639, 
the AIDS virus spawned variants 
that showed varying degrees of 
rcsistaricc“td'MK?639~and'all' five- 
other protease inhibitors tested.

-ments by these families mode up about 10 


-percent of all income iax receipts.

GENEVA (AP) — Lung the .tar- 
get of complaints about unfair trad- 
ing practices, Japan actually has cut 
trade harriers in recent years and 
eased access to its markets' the 
• world's inaiii trade watchdog said 
today. 

The .General Agreement on 
■Tariffs and Trade said further 
improvements should follow as 
Japan opens its rice market, reduces . . 
customs duties, removes export 
restrictions and implements other 
" ’commitments made during the 
Uruguay Round of international 
trade negotiations. 

The Geneva-based GATT carries 
out regular reviews of the trade 
' policies of its 1 25 member states. 

The report on Japan is one of its 
last before it hands over its mission 
to its successor, the World Trade 
Organization.' 

The GATT noted that since 1992, 
Japan lias greatly increased exports, 
imports and foreign investment 
with Asia, in particular China und 
. the Southeast nations of Thailand, 
Philippines, Singapore, Malaysia, 
Indonesia and Brunei.

Indian youth conference 
opens with 1 a test of sorts 


. POCATKLLO (A!*) - When 
Rose Ann Abraliamson handed a 
quiz, about Indians to the Indian stu- 
dents in her workshop at the 
No rtli west Indian Yqulh Conference, 
she delivered it with a challenge that 
would have seemed politically incor- 
rect in any other setting. 

"I want to see what you iniuns 
know about yourselves," she cliiued. 

The workshop was one of 36 dur- 
ing this week’s conference that drew 
some 350 Indian students from the 
Northwest and Canada to Idaho State 
University. 

Tile workshop was called “Circle 
of. Understanding Through History 
ami Dance,” and Abraliamson lined 
the 20 students hjf single lile in the 
_ mitfd I cj>f_t he_roo m_hcfp re. a sk i ng _ 
them IS true-false questions. She- 
ilien told them to step to the left of 
the line if they answered trutf and to 
the right if they answered false. , 

Seldom did all the students agree 
un their answers. 

"Indians receive a per capita -check 
. every month from the government for 
being an Indian” found two of the 1 
^ludenisYifFthe true sidcF - ~~ ~ - 
. "Where ■ do I sign op' 1 ". 
Abraliamson leased, saying, /^No. 
Indians don’t get money for lltenUjer- 
itage." 

A Lemhi Shoshone. Abraliamson 
is bilingual coordinator at the 


Shoslione-IJannock School in Fort 
Hall. Sln^dcmomgratcd the diversi-. 
ty of Native American languages by 
saying hello in about a dozen. 

"I collect hello words." she said, 
apologizing for any mispronuncia- 
tions. 

That diversity of languages also 
( came through in a quiz question — 
"All American Indians can converse 
.with one another in the Indian lan- 
guage." • 

It was one of the few.on which all 
the students answered l he ‘some way- 
— false. Many of them can't con- 
verse with tlieir elders in their own . 
native language, a fact that worries 
tribal leaders. 

Another question finding two stu- 
donls with the wrong ans\ver_vyas, 
“Most Indians want to assimilate - 
and join the niainstKitum of 
America." The two girls put their 
hands over their faces a lie© looking 
across at the smug group that chose 
false. 

“Many 'Indians don’t want to 
assimilate." Abrahamson said gently.

Idaho's early sturgeon were an anadro- 
mous fish that -traveled to the ocean and re- 
turned to ’spawn in fresh water. In the Snake 
River, their upper limit were insurmountable 
at Shoshone Falls. Good numbers were found 
in the Snake, Kootenai and Lower Sajm’on 

—rivers byearly- s ett l crs : — 

“Sturgeon meat was an impojfcfm sourci of 
food for Idaho^s pioneers, and many were 
caught with set lines. Construction of dams - 
and their slackwatcr reservoirs - further deci- 
mated the remaining populations, because 
sturgeon require running water for proper de- 
velopment of their eggs. The dams also 
blocked sturgeon migration to the ocean. 

The best remaining populations in the 
Snake River arc in the free-flowing sections 
between Bliss and CJ. Strike dams, and from 
Hells Canyon Dam downstream to Lewiston. 

- Unique features of this holdover from the 
ice age are a cartilaginous skeleton (lacking a 
backbone), five rows' of armor plates on the 
sides, skin like sandpaper, an extensible tube 
mouth and four babels (whiskers) that can 
sense food. 

Sturgeon can live to be 100 years old, al- ' 
though the oldest one recorded by the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game was 65 years 
of age. The largest sturgeon recorded in Ida- 
ho was a 1,500-pound giant caught in 1898 
on a set line near Weiscr. 

The sturgeon may not spawn until it is 12 
to 15 years old. After that, intervals between 
spawnings range from four to 1 1 years. Fe- 
males more than 6 feet long may produce 3 , 
million to 4 million eggs. Caviar, -the luxury

Man’s life interwoven with Ridley Creek’s waters

He watches - 
the soggy .white chunks float over 
the 10-foot dam and swirl down- 
stream amid the riffles arid eddies of 
his beloved Ridley Creek. When the 
bread is all gone, he chucks in the 
BB-si/.ed trout pellets. 

Think of it, he says, as emergency 
aid for the hundreds of hatchery 
trout dumped into the creek March I 
that are just beginning . to figure out 
how to live off the insect life’ in the 
stream. 

"If you continue to feed them 
now, you can hold them at a healthy 
level until all the insects start com- 
ing off.” says MeAndrew, 58. "In-

He spends -nearly 
every day on the creek, taking its 
temperature, checking it for pollu- 
tion, fishing it when the trout are ris- 
ing. His love of this modest, be- 
sieged “crick,” as he calls it, has suf- 
fused his lift; with meaning.

In 1*979. MeAndrew suffered a 
stroke, followed two years later by a* 
massive heart attack that destroyed 
three-quarters of his heart muscle. 


Forced to retire as a plumber and- 
livc on disability cheeks, MeAndrew 
could have holed up at home and- 
sunk into depression. Instead, he be- 
gan to spend his days on Ridley 
Creek, immersing himself in its uni- 
verse of hatching insects and belea- 
guered trout attempting to survive 
intense fishing pressure and pollu- 
tion. He also tics 15,000 flics a year, 
Tcachcs-fly-tyingrandraises/ca^; 
hurics. "l-tell my wife I better take a 
job so 1 can slow down." MeAndrew 
cracks. 

Despite all he h as done for the 
stream -/(nd the people who-fish-it— 
MeAndrew insists that he has gotten 
more out of the creek than he has put 
into it. * 

"If 1 had just stayed around the 
house with my health condition I 
think I wmild.be dead by now,” says - 
MeAndrew, a'bcspcctaclod man 
with two small, dark eyebrows sus- 
pended like. com mas over his brown 
eyes. ’’Coming to the crick is. a way 
of life now. It motivates me. Don’t 
get me wrong.

The roost powerful card in the 
deck is the ace of trumps. Pos- 
sessing it not only guarantees at 
least one trick for a defender, but 
more important, may offer control 
of the play if the defender takes 
advantage. 

. South took his club queen and 
led his trump king. “They don’t 
come any bigger," said West, as 
he grabbed his ace of trumps.. 
West continued with another dub 
to South’s king and control passed 
to declarer. He cautiously drew 
one more trump and then ruffed 
his low club in dummy. A heart 
back to his ace allowed him to 
draw the last trump and gave him 
an easy claim for 10 tricks. The 
defenders- scored ooly-a-trump, a 
heart and a diamond. - 

The game muBt fail if West 
keeps control by refusing to win 
the first trump. If South leads a 
second trump, West wins and 
leads a third round. This elimi- 
nates a club ruff in dummy and 
South loses a trickin each suit 
— If South doesn’t lead a second 
trump and, tries to ruff a club in 
dummy, he goes down anyway. 
The second round of clubs sur- 
vives; the third does not. East 
overruffs the dummy and, again, 
South must lose’ four tricks.
